LOS ANGELES (AP) - New 


studies indicate the moon may 
have moist, warm areas—possi- 
bly conducive to microbial life 
— a lunar scientist reports. 


Dr. Jack Green told a semi- 


nar of the University of Califor- 
nia at Los Angeles chapter of 
the American Institute of Aero- 
nautics and Astronautics Tues- 
day that evidence of moisture 
was found In specially filtered 
telescope pictures of an area 
near the crater Aristarchus. 


Aristarchus, in the upper left 


portion of the lunar disk, is the 
site of red flares— possibly indi- 
cating volcanic activity— report- 
ed by several astronomers.

Contempt 
Charge Is 
Set Aside

LITTLE ROCK (AP) -. The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
set aside the contempt of court 
citation against former Slate 
Police Director Lynn A. Davis 
for refusing to tell a Grand 
Jury and a judge the name of 
a confidential Informant, 


The court, however, because 


of a "meager" record of t h e 
case, made no conclusions on 
whether Davis was guilty of 
contempt for refusing to name 
the Informant. 


"From the record before us, 


we are unable to say t h a t 
Davis was guilty of criminal 
contempt in refusing to answer 
the question propounded to him, 
so the summary order of the 
trial court holding Davis in con- 
tempt is hereby set aside," said 
the 6-1 majority opinion written 
by Associate Justice J. Fred 
Jones. 


Davis,' who has since been de- 


clared Ineligible to be director, 
was jailed Dec. 5 for about 24 
hours by Circuit Judge A'liilam 
J. Kirby of Little Rock. 


Klrby found Davis In con- 


tempt for refusing to identify 
an Informant who Davis said 
gave him information that led 
to some State Police gambling 
raids in Pulaski County Sept. 
9. Davis was testifying in a 
Grand Jury investigation into 
the gambling raids. 


The court questioned primarir 


ly the lack of Information on 
the record about Davis' appear- 
ance before the judge in cham- 
bers after the former director 
refused to tell the Grand Jury 
the informant's name.

ease. CF is characterized by 
abnormally sticky mucus se- 
cretions that obstruct the air 
passages in the lungs and a 
failure of production of es- 
sential enzymes by the pan- 
creas. Also the victim's sweat 
is abnormally salty. 


The cause is a defect in one 


of the genes. The victim in- 
herits 
this recessive 
gene 


from both of his parents al- 
though neither of them show 
any evidence of the disease. 
Thus, he will not pass it on 
to his children directly but 
may pass it to his grand- 
children. About 7,000 children 
in this country are born with 
this disease every year. For- 
tunately, many have it in a 
mild form. 


The treatment, though ef- 


fective, is not simple. It re- 
quires a team effort in a medi- 
cal center equipped to care for 
children with CF until control 
is established. 
The c h i l d 


sleeps in a highly humidified 
tent and antibiotics are given 
to prevent pneumonia. Pos- 
tural drainage and inhalation 
therapy help to prevent block- 
age of the air passages. 


In addition to a low-fat, 


high-protein diet with vitamin 
supplements, including vita- 
min E, pancreatic 
enzymes 


are given. Special measures 
must be taken in hot weather 
to prevent excessive loss of 
salt through sweating. Recent- 
ly, a germ that is harmless to 
the body but which feeds on 
the sticky mucus has been dis- 
covered and is being de- 
veloped to aid in the treat- 
ment of CF.

Teachers are meeting in 21 lo- 


cations throughout the state for 
"information and instructions" 
in their bid for higher pay and 
more money for education. 


Hundreds of thousands of the 


state's 1.5 million school chil- 
dren begin unscheduled vaca- 
tions from nearly 2,000 public 
schools. 


School officials in 16 of the 


state's 67 counties said their 
schools would operate but that 
they did not know for how long. 


Some school systems planned 


to try operating with teachers 
who have not resigned, substi- 
tutes and supervisorypersonnel. 
Others, like the big Dade (Mi- 
ami) County system, told par- 
ents to keep their children at 
home. 


Gov. Claude Kirk interrupted 


a speaking tour of the West to 
beg teachers not to "desert your 
children" but it apparently had 
no effect and Kirk flew back to 
California. 


Circuit Court Judge Ben C. 


Willis barred,the Florida Edu- 
cation Association (FEA) from 
"trying to persuade teachers to 
violate their educational con- 
tracts," but he admitted there 
was no way to keep teachers 
from resigning. 


Phil Constans, executive sec- 


retary of the FEA, said 35,000 
resignations had been turned in 
from among the state's 60,000 
teachers. He said they had been 
held since last fall but now had 
oeen "activated." 


The resignations were sent to 


school boards after the Florida 
legislature 
adjourned 
without 


making what the FEA regarded 
as satisfactory provisions for 
the schools during a special ses- 
sion that lasted three weeks. 


The FEA objected to provi- 


sions for property tax relief in 
the legislature's education pack- 
age which Constans said would 
reduce money for schools. 


The FEA contends the $254.5 


million education package con- 
tains only $98 million for educa- 
tion, while legislators insist the 
bill passed last week provides 
$180 
million for education. 


Neither side in the dispute 


could foresee an end to the bat- 
tle and full resumption of class- 
es, 


"The 
teachers know exactly 


what they are doing and are 
going to stick with it come what 
may," Constans said, "If it is a 
long struggle, we are ready to 
make it a long struggle," 


State House Minority Leader 


Donald Reed, R«Boca Raton, 
vowed unending resistance to an 
FEA demand to be recognized 
as the bargaining agent for all 
Florida teachers, Reed said 
money was only a side issue and 
accused the FEA leadership of 
masterminding a "power play"1 
in state politics, 


Although 
some legislators 


said the only answer to the shut* 
down is for lawmakers to come 
back to Tallahassee and ham* 
mer out another education bill. 
Reed, a close advisor to thegovt
